1. On 7 July, a representative of the Information 
Systems Security Group met with two representatives of 
the Office of Data Processing (ODP) who have assisted in 
resolving data processing security problems at a West 
Coast contractor facility and in reviewing the contrac- 
tor's final proposed system configuration. This coopera- 
tion, which included a brief TDY by one of the ODP 
persons to the contractor site, has been instrumental in 
approving a rather complex system. (U/AIUO) 


2. On 8 July, the Chief, Information Systems Secu- 
rity Group (ISSG), and the Information Systems Security 
Officer for CAMS met with the focal point officers for 
the agencies served by CAMS. The purpose of the meeting 
was to enlist the user agencies' cooperation in conducting 
a survey of CAMS security. A briefing was given by the 
Chief, ISSG on the importance of the survey since CIA is 
the host for CAMS. A questionnaire was distributed to be 
filled out by the focal point officers as a first phase 
in the project. (U/AIUO) 


3. Two representatives of the Information Systems 
Security Group (ISSG) and the Urban League Summer Fellow 
who is working with ISSG met on 8 July with representa- 
tives of the Office of Research and Development to dis- 
cuss R&D for the coming fiscal year. This computer 
security work is also coordinated with the Office of Data 
Processing representative and the Technical Security Divi- 
sion representative to ensure a unified nonoverlapping 
effort. (U/AIUO) 
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4. During the reporting period, a member of the 
Safety Group briefed component Safety Officers of the 
Office of Imagery Analysis, NFAC, and the Office of Data 
Processing, DDA, on the Safety and Health Law, Executive 
Order 12196, HR and their duties and responsibilities 
under these documents. (U) 


5. On 30 June, a member of the Safety Group con- 


ducted a cy/microwave survey on the roof of 
for the Office of Logistics and the 
1ce oO ommunications.
